DERBY MEMORIES 


Race to Be Great So- 
ciety Spectacfe. 


Chicago is to have the greatest so- 
clety racing event of the year on Oct. 
22. It is to be staged by the On- 
wentsia club; Lake Forest—a two and 
a half mile steeplechase over a rough 
course, partly on the grounds of the 
club and partly on the Leander Mc- 
Cormick farm adjoining. 

The race committee of the Onwentsia 
Hunt club is making all the arrange- 
ments. It is the intention to make it 
an annual event, with entries from all 
the large clubs in eastern cities. And 
while the event has so far been given 
no publicity, many requests for reser- 
vations of parking space along the 
course already have been received. 

Eastern Riders Coming. 

g There is no question but what this 
is going to be one of the biggest sport- 
ing events ever held in this section,” 
said Joseph M. Cudahy, one of the race 
committee, at his home in Lake Forest 
last night: “ We have been assured 
that riders from Detroit and Cleve- 
land will be here, and we may get some 
from other eastern cities. 

“In addition to the race we will 
stage a chase with hounds. The Hunt 
club at Onwentsia owns a number of 
fine hounds—which we have been 
using ip é6ur regular fox hunts—and 
F. 8. Peabody, who. has great sta- 
bles and kennels on his estate at Hins- 
dale, will send a carload of horses and 
hounds to the club for the event.” 

Twenty Jumps on Course. 

The steeplechase course will be part- 
ly over a corn field.and partly on the 
Onwentsia links, off the fairway, with 
the finish on the polo field. There will 
be approximately, twenty jumps, con- 
sisting of split rail fences, such as a 
rider would naturally meet with in a 
cross country run, wide water ditches, 
and some evergreen hedges.

He follows up this Irish bon mot 
with the explanation that he is re 
turning to his-home after an absence

Phrased a bit differently, but equally 
definitely, is the. typical remark of the 
Irish girls leaving for America, “We' re 
going to the United States to make 
some money but, pl God, we want 
to die in Ireland.”

In Wexford, on the coast, up fn Gal- 
way, over in Kerry and Clare counties, 
throughout the south of Ireland, I find} 
the same desire to emigrate to Amer- 
ica. The young men and v.2men sing 
of the shamrock, but they talk of the 
American pay onvelope. ° 

And the younger members of the 
communities are leaving in increasing 
numbers, in spite of the protests of the 
Irish republican army, in spite of the 
reported unemployment crisis in the 
United States, in spite of statistics, in 
spite even of Ellis island, the one pow- 
erful deterrent. 

Protests of the Irish republican army 
often translate themselves into defi- 
nite prohibitions, and denials of travel- 
ing permits, without which the loyal! 
Sinn Fein enthusiast hates and fears to 
leave the country. — | 

Their “ War Wages” Low. 

“Of course,” explained the Wexford 
girls, “ we don’t blame the Irish repub- 
lican army for trying to keep us here, 
the boys to fight again if they have to.

Jobless in 4 
British Cities

LONDON, Oct. 13.—Extensive police 
precautions this afternoon foiled an 
attempt of more than 10,000 parading 
unemployed from the London working 
class districts to carry out a demon- 
stration which they had planned to 
stage in Trafalgar square. 


After a three hours’ march through | 


city districts—many,of the delegation 
had marched fifteen miles from the sub- 
urbs—the unemployed column, carry- 
ing red flags and with bands playing, 
arrived at Picadilly Circus at 4 p. m. 
It was escorted by twenty-five mounted 
police and hundreds of foot police. 

When the leaders attempted to rush 
the police and dash down towards 
Trafalgar square the mounted police 
charged, clubbing right and left. One 
man was knocked unconscious and gev- 
eral others were hurt. The terrified 
screams of women shoppers added to 
the confusion. 


Parade Is Dispersed. 

The parade was dispersed before it 
could reach Trafalgar square, where 
\@ phalanx of 1,000 policemen had 
‘formed arm to arm in a cordon about 
the big square as a preventative meas- 
ure. 

Later, while a cabinet meeting on 
the unemployment situation was sit- 
ting in the Whitehall Garden offices, 
a deputation from the paraders was 
granted an interview. It is stated 
that Prime Minister Lloyd George will 
@iscuss unemployment when parlia- 
ment opens on Tuesday.

Beginning with raids in Washington 
on dealers who sell malt and hops and 
other ingredients used in the making of 
beer in the homes, the commissioner 
announced that he had directed similar 
raids all over the country. 

The raids are made to test the pro- 
vision of the Volstead act relating to 
the selling of materials that can be 
used in the manufacture of beer and 
Hquors. 

The government officials do not con- 
template invading the homes in this 
campaign to stop home brewing, but to 
confine their activities to stopping the 
sale of the ingredients.

The railway unions whieh have au- 
thorized their officers to declare a 
Strike as a protest against the 12 per 
Cent wage cut are, in addition to the 
engineers; the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Enginemen, Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, Order of 
Railway Conductors, Switchmen’s 
Union of North America and the fed- 
erated shop crafts. 

The July 1 reduction authorized by 
the United States railroad labor board 
was acompromise. The roads had 
urged a 20 per cent decrease— the 
amount of the July, 1920, inctease; the 
unions opposed any reduction. 

Will Present Revised Tariffs. 

The special committee which last 
week conferred with President Har- 
ding, Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
and other government officials will, 
it was said, present the plan to lower 
freight rates. The committee included . 
T. De Witt Cuyler, representing secur- 
ity holders; Samuel Rea, president of 
the Pennsylvania system; President 
Smith of the New York Central; Presi- 
dent Hale Holden of the Burlington, 
and Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of 
the Southern Pacific board of directors. 

Railway officials, noting the drop in 
prices of virtually all commodities, 
have for some time felt freight rates 
should be reduced, but this cannot be 
done under present operating costs, ac- 
cording to the officials who revealed 
the plan to be submitted today. ’ 

The executive said many railways 
would have been bankrupt before the 
close of the year if the July 1 pay 
cut had not come to their relief. He 
asserted the roads faced a big deficit 
at the end of the war. He maintained 
the arbitrary fixing of wages and reg- 
ulation of working hours of employés 
—and the amount of work to be done— 
have greatly militated against every 
effort to cut freight rates. 

Relief Months Away. 

Increased volume of shipping, im- 
duced by Jower freight rates, it was 
said, will permit the railroads to main- 
tain their present margin of profit. 

The new proposal of the railway 
executives presages months of tech- 
nical procedure before shippers may 
expect relief—assuming the plan will 
not precipitate a strike. 

The rail officials must, according to 
the transportation act, confer with 
employés representatives on the ques- 
tion of reducing wages. If no agree- 
ment is reached, the dispute must be 
brought before the railroad labor 
board, where hearings involving testi- 
mony requiring weeks to present 
would be given before the board gave 
a decision. Then it would be necessary 
to petition the interstate commerce 
commission for authority to decreas’ 
freight rates. | 

The railway executives, it was re-

However, it was when Mr. Knox resigned his 
seat in the senate, where he had succeeded Quay, 
and became secretary of state in the Taft adminis- 
tration, that his gift for foreign affairs brought him 
into the first rank of the American public men of 
his day. A review of our foreign policy under 
Knox will not be attempted here. It is sufficient to 
say that it\was founded on the vigorous naffonalism 
which inspired his condemnation of the covenant 
It interested itself in the es- 
tablishment of our influence in .the Caribbean and 
China through our participation in economic deve)- 
opment and financial aid in those regions, and was 
dubbed for popular purposes “dollar diplomacy.” 
The promising beginnings made at that time for an 
effective and affirmative foreign policy were 
promptly undone when Wilson and Bryan took of- 
fice, but Mr. Knox's efforts have now the advan- 
tage of being viewed in perspective across the fu- 
tility and costly blundering which succeeded them. 
His reputation as a statesman looms in right pro 
portion against the background of wrecked pres- 
tige and lost opportunity for which Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Bryan are responsible. 

Philander Knox will rank, we think, among the 
ablest of our secretaries of state. It is fortunate 
that at this moment, when great issues of lasting 
import are before American statesmanship, his 
spirit and his sound judgment have been re- 
stored to honor and influence at Washington, 
though he himself is not here to make them tell 
in the national counsels. | ay

THE “FREEDOM OF THE PRESS” 
IN PERU. 


New York, Oct. 7.—Sefior Luis Fernan 
Cisneros, director of La Prensa of Lima, 
Peru, directs me to send to you, as one 
of the leading representatives of the 
American press, the inclosed statement.* 
I appeal to your spirit of fairness and 
justice to publish it and to denounce the 
crime against the liberty of thought 
therein exposed. | 

Briefly stated, the case is this: A 
newspaper has been seized by armed 
force without any judictal indictment of 
any kind, “ expropriated ” as real estate 
could have been on the ground of public 
utility, and published thereafter at the 
government expense, to serve its pur- 
poses and policies. 

The monstrosity of the procedure and 
the danger which it implies for the lib- 
erty of thought in the younger democra- 
cies of America does not need to be fur- 
ther demonstrated. It has no precedent 
in the history of the press. It is for 
évery paper in the world, but mainly for 
every paper on this continent, to protest 
against this crime against democracy. 


and in which we expect to see standards 
of democracy, to denounce and con- 
demn. it. 

Probably you already know that there 
is now in Peru a dictatorship which has 
suppressed in our country all guaranties 
and liberties. La Prensa, that always 
stood for advanced and liberal prin- 
ciples, was opposed to the methods of 
President Leguia and it pursued a cam- 
paign of defense of public liberties and 
of respect for the constitution. The gov- 
ernment resented this opposition. On 
Sept. 10, 1919, a fictitious mob, under the 
‘auspices and protection of the police, at-

Later on its 
editors were illegally arrested and per-
